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FORTY- SEVENTH 
ANNUAL  HOSPITAL  REPORT. 


The  year  1938  has  been  the  busiest  ever  experienced  in 
its  history,  the  total  number  of  days  spent  in  Hospital  by 
In-patients  being  890  days  in  excess  of  the  previous  highest 
record.  The  number  of  X-Ray  examinations  exceeded  the 
previous  highest  figure  by  77. 

The  Medical  Report,  which  Dr.  Penistan  has  again  kindly 
helped  to  prepare,  discloses  that  1533  Patients,  of  whom  601 
were  In-patients  received  appropriate  treatment.  The  aver¬ 
age  stay  in  Hospital  of  the  latter  being  10.7  days. 

Other  figures  extracted  from  the  Report  are  : — 

Surgical  Operations  549,  X-Ray  Examinations  477 ; 

Separate  attendances  by  Out-patients  for  Dressings,  etc., 
2123. 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  G.  H.  Buckley  from  the  position 
of  Consultant  Surgeon  has  been  accepted  with  regret,  and 
the  vacancy  thus  caused  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  S.  Newsom.  A  new  departure  on  the  Medical  side 
has  been  made  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Francis  Maybury 
Hilliard,  as  Honorary  Consulting  Physician. 

Notwithstanding  the  steady  annual  increase  in  the 
Ordinary  income  an  adverse  balance  on  the  Income  and 
Expenditure  account  is  again  shown.  This  is  attributed  in 
part  to  the  increased  number  of  days  spent  in  Hospital  by 
In-patients,  with  the  attendant  extra  cost  of  maintenance 
and  nursing,  as  well  as  an  all  round  increase  in  remuneration 
and  comfort,  combined  with  the  appointment  of  an  additional 
Probationer.  The  process  of  re-equipment  and  renewal  which 
has  continuously  proceeded  for  some  years  has  placed  the 
Hospital  in  a  more  up-to-date  and  effective  state,  and  the 
fabric  and  all  interior  contents  are  in  good  condition. 

During  the  year  over  £300  was  expended  on  special  re¬ 
quirements  including  new  electric  washer,  bedroom,  dining 
room  and  maids’  furniture,  fitting  out  an  extra  bedroom, 
special  wiring  for  new  portable  X-Ray  unit,  spare  X-Ray 
lube,  new  wireless  set  and  ear-phones,  sinks  for  kitchen 
scullerv ;  general  decorations  and  joinery  work. 
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Grateful  thanks  are  again  tendered  to  Mrs.  Agnes  Robert¬ 
son  for  the  handsome  practical  support  which  she  continues 
to  display;  to  the  Members  of  the  Ladies’  Linen  Guild  for 
their  contribution  of  £42  10s.  0d.,  towards  the  cost  of  the  new 
electric  washer;  and  to  the  numerous  Annual  Subscribers, 
Individual  Donors,  Societies,  Clubs  and  other  Organizations 
for  their  very  generous  continued  help. 

There  are  many  other  kind  helpers  whose  welcome  co¬ 
operation  in  so  many  directions  gives  cause  for  satisfaction, 
and  special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  action  of  the 
Thornton-Cleveleys  Girl  Guides  who,  under  the  kind  initiative 
of  Mrs.  Allen,  succeeded  in  collecting  and  handing  over  1,200 
eggs.  The  assistance  rendered  from  time  to  time  by  the 
“  Fleetwood  Chronicle  ”  has  been  both  welcome  and  beneficial, 
and  the  generosity  of  the  Pier  Company  to  members  of  the 
Staff  is  appreciated. 

The  Contributory  Scheme  by  deduction  from  wages  has 
surprisingly  advanced  both  in  regard  to  numbers  and  value. 
During  the  year  it  has  been  adopted  by  18  additional  firms 
and  the  income  has  increased  by  over  £144,  in  a  large  measure 
owing  to  the  extensive  sewerage  operations  in  the  Thornton- 
Cleveleys  district.  No  less  than  124  firms  have  now  adopted 
the  scheme  and  319  Contributors  were  treated  during  the  year 
free  of  any  expense  to  them  as  follows  : — for  Surgical  Opera¬ 
tions,  118;  for  X-Ray,  129;  for  other  purposes,  72. 

The  financial  stability  of  the  Hospital  has  been  further 
enhanced  by  the  receipt  of  a  legacy  of  £1,500,  bequeathed  by 
the  late  Mr.  Harry  Birch  Stott,  whose  kindly  interest  in  this 
and  other  philanthropic  institutions  is  remembered  with 
gratitude. 

Following  discussions  with  the  representatives  of  the 
County  and  Local  Authorities,  tentative  proposals  for  the 
erection  of  a  Maternity  Unit  to  accommodate  about  15  patient 
beds  on  land  adjoining  the  present  Hospital  at  an  approximate 
cost  of  round  about  £12,000  are  still  proceeding  and  the  recent 
press  reports  to  the  effect  that  the  County  Authority  had 
already  agreed  to  finance  the  scheme  are  not  justified.  If 
the  scheme  matures,  further  substantial  living  accommo¬ 
dation  for  the  requisite  additional  Nursing  Staff  will  be  neces¬ 
sary,  thereby  adding  to  the  capital  cost.  It  was  considered 
that  before  any  decisive  step  was  taken  as  to  the  particular 
site  for  the  Maternity  Unit  an  exhaustive  examination  should 
be  made  of  immediate  or  possible  future  General  Hospital 
requirements,  This  examination  is  well  under  way  and  when

the  final  recommendations  can  be  submitted  both  as  to  their 
extent  and  position  a  comprehensive  scheme  will  be  submitted 
to  the  Governors  for  their  approval  or  otherwise  together 
with  requisite  modifications  of  the  Hospital  Constitution. 

It  will  be  obvious  that  the  foregoing  proposals  involve 
very  substantial  Capital  Commitments  and  that  the  Annual 
Cost  of  general  up-keep  will  be  materially  higher.  It  is  con¬ 
fidently  hoped  that  the  powers  of  financial  annual  assistance 
vested  in  the  Local  Authority  by  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
will  be  exercised  to  the  most  generous  extent. 

The  Governors  desire  to  be  associated  in  an  expression 
of  regret  at  the  lamented  death  of  three  of  their  number. 
While  best  known  as  Member  of  Parliament  for  this  division 
the  late  Lord  Stanley  carried  on  the  tradition  of  his  forebears 
by  giving  generous  financial  help,  and  for  many  years  Lady 
Stanley  has  shewn  her  sympathy  by  holding  the  position  of 
President  to  the  Ladies’  Linen  Guild. 

Since  the  days  when  he  was  himself  an  In-patient  here 
the  late  Mr.  John  Drummond  never  tired  of  speaking  in  the 
highest  terms  of  the  treatment  he  received,  and  his  outstand¬ 
ing  handsome  gifts  during  the  past  nine  years  have  materially 
contributed  to  many  needful  improvements. 

In  another  sense  the  co-operation  of  the  late  Mr.  Harry 
Partington  was  exceptional.  Plis  organising  abilities  as  one 
of  the  earlier  leaders  of  the  Annual  Saturday  Procession  and 
his  long  valued  Membership  on  the  House  Committee  are 
remembered  with  gratitude. 

The  Hospital  feels  the  loss  of  three  such  staunch  friends.

REPORT. 

The  Twenty-seventh  Annual  Parade  and  Flower  Day  was 

held  on  Saturday,  the  30th  July,  1938.
